T IS very much to be weenie whether “person in the | 
United States, not excluding congress which passed ‘the re- 
solution, or the president whose proclamation has fixed the 
day recognizes what taking the utmost 

advantage of the opportunity to Day ‘‘a day of| 

public humiliation, prayer and fasting to be observed by the people 
of the United States’’ can be really made to mean. If the utmost 
advantage is to be taken of the occasion, however, the people of the 

United States must begin to recognize now that it is just 4] 

participation in a religious service, on a specific day, that they are 

asked to join in, but that it is an undertaking to recognize the de- 
mand of divine Principle in their lives today and every day, which 
they are only publicly to pledge themselves to on the 20th of 

May next. 

The United States of America is a Christian nation. It accepts 
the Bible as its guide in life, and its civil and common law, its pub- 
lic policy and domestic legislation, its private and individual life, 
are only Christian, and can only be maintained to be Christian, in 
proportion as they can be measured by the standard of the Bible. 
jA Christian nation which does not act in accordance with that 
stecidand is a hypocritical nation, for its profession is absolutely 
short of its practice. It was in allustion surely to such a condition 
as this, that the Apostle James wrote, in words which have burnt 
themselves into the consciousnéss of the whole Christian world, 
‘For as the body without the spirit is dead, so faith without works 
is dead also.’’ 

When, therefore, the people of the United States gather in 
their churches, on the 30th of May next, for, in the words of the 
resolution of the senate, concurred in by the house of representa- 
tives, ‘‘the offering of fervent supplications to Almighty God for 
the safety and welfare of our cause, His blessing on our arms, and 
the speedy restoration of an honorable and lasting peace to the 
nations of the earth,’’ they must do this, in a full understanding of 
why it is that, at this juncture, a knowledge of Principle has come 
to them so vividly as to bring not peace but a sword, and how it is 
that if that sword is to be beaten, in the words of Micah, inio a 
plowshare, it must be because the sword is wielded with an under- 
standing of Spirit, so that the plowshare may be guided with a 
knowledge of Truth. If, then, they are to fight this ‘‘Holy War” 
successfully, it must be because they have gained an understand- 
ing of what holiness, or to give the word its old English equivalent, 
wholeness, really is, and a nation, like an individual, ean only gain 
this as its conduct is measured by the standard of the Bible. Those, 
for instanee, who have gone into the war for selfish motives, the 
whole clan of ax-grinders and materialists, must learn that the 
war is being fought not for their petty material interests, but in 
demonstration of the omnipotence of Principle. If they do not 
wake up to this, if they continue to imagine that they are sharp- 
ening their axes, or building greater barns in which to bestow 
they may but

ple, because it is not expressed in terms of his own materiality, will 
find himself in the position of the man who imagines that he ean ig- 
nore the laws of mathematics without disaster to himself. You may 
fall the mathematics blind, if you lke, but they see far 
enough to shipwreck all those who presume to break them. Indeed 
law, which is scientific, and there law, can never 
he broken, what eventually is broken is the Saneho Panza who tilts 
against their sails. Now the law of Divine Principle, as expressed 
in the Bible, is the most-inexorable thing of which humanity knows. 
Humanity may flatter itself that it is breaking the law of Principle 
with impunity, when it indulges in treachery, in cruelty, in profit-| 
eering, in oppression, or in any other expression of evil, fooling it- 
self in the belief that this is power.

Jantic, naming the vessel the Eagle 
Wing. It was a perilous adventure, 
but what else could they do? One 
hundred and forty members with the 
ministers, Blair, Livingston, Hamil- 
ton and McClelland, faced the dan- 
gers of the deep. 

The Eagle Wing sailed on Sept. 
9, 1686, and was watched by many 
a tearful- eye. <A fair wind carried 
them about 1000 miles, but then 
came fearful stormy weather, which 
made it impossible with their sails 
torn and their rudder broken by 
the furious gale, and a leak was 
sprung which took hard work to 
keep her afloat. The captain declar- 
ed it was impossible to face the 
storm any longer. The ship was 
put about and headed back to Ire- 
land in a miserable plight, and her 
passengers were landed in a pitiable 
condition at Carrickfergus. Blair 
and the others, being disappoitned 
in not reaching America, sought re- 
fuge in Scotland,

During the time 
he was constructing the railroad he 
sent them some barrels of flour, and 
also ham and pork in barrels, but 
when the old folks found that the 
ham and pork were cured and put 
up by the slaves they would not 
touch it, but gave it away to the 
poor of the town. 

Mr. John Mcllhenny, the treasurer 
of the Scotch-Irish Society in Am- 
erica, also president of the Penn- 
syIvania Scotch-Irish Society, was 
born in Millford, County Donegal. 
He was one of the first to introduce 
the public school system in the state 
of Georgia, and was largely interest- 
ed in cotton mills and gas compa- 
nies, and was elected twice as mayor 
of the city of Columbus, Ga.
